FOREWORD 

This  leaflet  is  offered  to  our  branch  of  the  family 
as  a  foundation  for  further  development  and  research. 
As  1  intend  to  continue  the  development  of  the  under¬ 
taking,  especially  between  the  dates  of  1630  and  1775, 
it  is  hoped  that  I  may  receive  assistance  from  some 
of  the  family  in  this  matter.

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NOTES  ON  THE  FAGAN  LINE 


To  understand  the  origin  of  the  house  of  Fagan  it  is  necessary  to 
reflect  a  little.  There  was  once  a  monarch  of  all  Ireland  named  Niall 
M’or,  or  Niall  of  the  Nine  Hostages,  who  flourished  about  415  A.  D.,  and 
in  whose  reign  Succat,  latter  Saint  Patrick,  was  brought  a  slave  and 
captive  of  war  to  Ireland.  It  was  this  Niall  the  Great  who  gave  the  name 
of  Scotia  Minor  to  Alba,  and  hence  it  is  known  as  Scotland  even  to  this 
day.  He  had  hostages  from  the  several  kingdoms  over  which  he  was 
lord — from  Britain,  from  the  Piets  in  Scotland,  from  the  five  kingdoms 
of  Ireland — Lienster,  Ulster,  Connaght,  Munster  and  Heath;  from  the 
Dalriads  in  S.  W.  Scotland,  and  finally  from  the  northern  coast  of  France. 

One  of  his  grandsons  had  two  sons  in  particular —  one  became 
monarch  of  Ireland  and  the  other  king  of  the  Dalriads  in  S.  W.  Scot¬ 
land,  whose  people  were  of  Irish  origin,  enemies  of  the  Piets.  His 
descendants  remained  kings,  and  one  of  them  was  Alpin,  still  later  one 
was  McAlpin,  still  later  Kenneth  McAlpin,  who  became  the  monarch  of 
all  Scotalnd,  defeating  the  Piets  and  consolidating  the  country.  His 
descendant  married  a  Stuart,  the  male  line  having  died,  and  thus  you 
come  down  to  James  I  of  England  and  VI  of  Scotland.  Also  through 
one  of  the  Scotch  kings  of  this  Irish  line  was  descended  Henry  II  of 
England,  who  married  Eleanor  of  Aquitaine  in  France,  and  represented 
the  highest  type  of  knight  in  the  days  of  chivalry. 

To  this  King  Henry  II  was  granted  by  Pope  Adrian  IV  a  bull  which 
delivered  to  Henry  the  overlordship  of  Ireland.  Adrian  was  the  only 
English  pope  in  history;  he  had  no  right  to  make  such  a  grant,  and  wThen 
he  authorized  Strongbow,  Lord  of  Wales,  to  take  over  Ireland  in  his 
name,  there  was  much  resistance.  The  thing  that  caused  Henry  II  to 
actively  claim  Ireland  was  brought  about  by  a  woman.  The  King  of 
Meath,  Murach  O’Mclaghlin,  had  a  daughter,  Diarvogil  (lovely  maid). 
This  girl  was  married  against  her  will  to  O’Uourke,  Prince  of  Brefney. 
She  was  really  in  love  with  Dermod  McMurrogh,  King  of  Lienster,  to 
whom  she  finally  transferred  herself  and  worldly  goods.  This  caused  a 
storm;  her  husband  sought  the  alliance  of  the  King  of  Meath  and  of  the 
monarch  of  Ireland,  Roderick  O’Connor,  King  of  Connacht.  They  drove 
the  King  of  Lienster  off  his  throne  and  out  of  Ireland. 

Then  Dermod  McMurrogh,  King  of  Lienster,  sought  Henry  II  in 
Aquitaine,  and  begged  his  assistance,  promising  remuneration.  Henry 
was  too  busy  with  a  war  in  southwestern  France,  and  referred  him  to 
Strongbow,  Lord  of  Wales.  To  Strongbow  McMurrogh  promised  his 
daughter  Eva  in  marriage.  A  group  of  Norman  and  Welsh  knights 
formed  the  expeditionary  force,  and  sailed  from  Wales  to  the  south¬ 
eastern  coast  of  Ireland,  at  Lienster.  They  met  with  no  resistance,  put 
Dermod  back  on  his  throne,  assisted  by  the  men  of  Lienster,  and  flashed 
on  the  other  Irish  the  bull  of  the  Pope.  Munster,  whose  King  was  an 
O’Brien,  succumbed  to  this  spiritual  authority.  But  Connaght,  Meath 
and  Ulster  resisted,  protesting  the  Pope’s  action. 

In  1170  A.  D.  Ulster,  Connacht  and  Meath  were  in  arms  ngainst 
the  invader. 
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John  0  Hagan,  Baron  of  Tullagh-Og  in  Tyrone,  was  married  to 
Catherine  McMahon,  daughter  of  Hugh  McMahon,  Baron  of  Furney  and 
he  was  the  hereditary  lawgiver  to  the  O’Neill,  King  of  Ulster.  The  two 
of  them  were  kinsmen,  both  descendants  of  Niall  Mor,  the  latter  from 
his  eldest  son,  the  former  from  one  of  his  younger  sons.  They  were 
thus  distant  kinsmen  of  Henry  II,  the  invader  of  Ireland,  and  they  pre- 
pared  to  resist  him.  John  O’Hagan  was  sent  in  command  of  the  forces 
of  Tyrone,  taking  with  him  PATRICK  O’HAGAN,  his  second  son.  At 
first  they  were  victorious.  The  father  returned  to  his. home  but  the  son 
remained,  having  fallen  for  the  granddaughter  of  the  King  of  Meath, 
taughter  of  Prince  Cormac  O’Melaghlin,  whose  name  was  Dorothea 
OMeJaghlin  It  was  her  aunt  who  had  started  all  the  trouble  originally. 

^erca  UoO  A.  D.,  having  in  the  meanwhile  married  Dorothea,  Patrick 
O  Hagan  changed  his  name  to  FAGAN  and  became  a  follower  of  Hugh 
DeLacy,  a  Norman  lord,  kinsman  of  the  Viceroy  de  Lacy  whom  Henry  II 
had  appointed  to  rule  in  his  name.  This  Patrick  Fagan  was  killed  in 

1  vJ.o  -i?ether  Wlth  DeL«cy,  in  an  attempt  to  invade  the  territory  of 
the  O  Reilly. 

From  hum  are  descended  the  Fagans  of  Dublin,  Meath  and  West- 
meath  The  lung  of  Meath  was  finally  forced  into  exile,  and  was  the 
last  of  the  kings  of  Meath;  the  same  thing  happened  to  Roderick  O’Con¬ 
nor,  king  of  Connacht  and  monarch  of  all  Ireland.  Strongbow  married 
hva  had  no  sons;  and  his  daughters  inherited,  according  to  Norman  law, 
the  kingdom  of  Lienster.  Their  descendants  still  live  in  that  land,  and 
it  is  believed  that  the  Marquis  of  Waterford  is  one  of  them 

I  he  above  can  be  found  in  O’llart’s  Irish  Pedigrees  and  in  Burke’s 
Landed  Gentry  of  18G7,  under  FAGAN,  where  the  pedigree  of  Fagan  of 
b  el  trim  is  brought  down  to  that  date.  This  is  the  older  branch  of  the

virkus  has  published  m  his  second  volume  of  his  pedigrees  of  Irish 

Americans  an  account  of  our  branch  in  brief.  It  is  a  new  book,  and 
any  Jibrary  can  obtain  it  under  the  name  of  VIRKUS. 
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THE  FAGANS  or  FEGANS  IN  AMERICA 

While  it  is  reasonable  and  natural  to  believe  that  the  first  Fegans 
who  landed  in  this  country  were  passengers  on  either  the  Dove  or  the 
Ark,  I  have  not  succeeded  in  locating  sufficient  evidence  to  make  it  an 
absolute  conviction.  If  they  did  come  over  then,  they  were  not  “noble¬ 
men”  but  “artisans.”  Maryland  state  records  show  that  the  official  pas¬ 
senger  list  was  burned  in  the  St.  Mary’s  fire  and  that  the  subsequent 
lists  were  compiled  from  memory.  The  Dove  and  Ark  Society  have  a 
record  of  a  family  of  “Fedgins”  as  coming  over. 

I  find  in  the  first  census  of  Maryland,  1790,  the  name  of  James 
Fegan.  Several  Fegans  lived  in  Kent  County  and  some  of  them  were 
over  sixty  years  of  age  at  that  time,  (1790),  but  I  did  not  find  a  James 
Fegan  in  the  1800  census.  I  also  find  in  the  Maryland  achives,  which  are 
accounts  of  legal  actions,  that  Lawrence  Fegan’s  house  was  robbed  by 
rioters  in  1775  and  that  his  wife  was  awarded  fifty  dollars.  This  hap¬ 
pened  near  Baltimore.  The  custodian  of  the  land  deeds  in  the  office  of 
the  Court  of  Propert}'  Appeals  at  Annapolis,  Maryland  seems  to  think 
that  the  Fegans  reached  Pennsylvania  by  working  up  the  Chesapeake 
Bay  to  Baltimore,  then  going  over  into  York  and  Lancaster  counties  in 
Pennsylvania.  Captain  J.  D.  Fegan  holds  that  they  proceeded  by  way 
of  the  upper  reaches  of  the  Potomac  River.  From  my  reading  of  the 
topic  and  knowledge  of  the  course  taken  by  others  whose  ancestral 
histories  of  the  same  period  have  been  recorded,  I  am  inclined  to  side 
with  the  Annapolis  man.  Then  too,  the  Revolutionary  War  records 
would  support  my  selection.  1  further  believe  that  James  Fegan  2nd 
served  in  two  and  possibly  three  different  army  outfits.  From  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  records  and  the  normal  action  in  times  of  war,  I  am 
satisfied  that  James,  Barnabass  and  William  were  brothers;  that  Garret, 
Hugh,  Lawrence  and  John  were  brothers,  and  that  Samuel  and  Michael 
were  brothers.  They  certainly  were  not  any  farther  removed  than  first 
cousins  because  of  age  required  for  war  service.  At  any  rate  there  is  no 
evidence  of  lack  of  patriotism  on  the  part  of  the  family. 

It  is  noticed  in  the  Maryland  archives  that  Zodock  Timmons  was  a 
private  in  the  Third  Maryland  Independent  Company  from  Worcester 
County  in  1776;  Ambrose  Timmons,  a  private  in  Captain  Bennett  Bus¬ 
sey’s  Company  in  1776;  a  Philemon  Timmons,  a  private  in  1781  from 
Dorchester  County;  Aquila  Dever  and  Will  Dever  in  the  3rd  Regiment 
in  1776-1780;  also  Michael  and  Samuel  Dever  in  Maryland  regiments. 
Thus  it  can  be  seen  how  the  families  moved  together.  Later,  I  find 
Stephen  Timmons  the  pastor  of  Springfield  Methodist  Church  in  Chester 
County,  Pa.  The  census  reports  of  Fannett  Township,  Franklin  County, 
Pa.  (Amberson’s  Valley)  from  1790  to  I860  show  that  the  descendants  of 
the  Fegan,  Dever,  Timmons  and  Roles  lines  lived  as  neighbors  or  in  the 
same  townships  for  three  or  four  generations  and  some  even  up  to  the 
present  day.  They  are  as  a  rule  poor  but  honest  and  proud.  Most  of 
them  are  of  the  Catholic  faith,  although  other  denominations  are 
represented,  'file  principal  trades  followed  seem  to  have  been  farming, 
carpentry  and  masonry;  some  few  were  merchants  and  inn-keepers. 

Amberson’s  Valley,  Path  Valley  and  Horse  Valley  arc  adjacent. 
Doylesburg  in  Path  Valley  is  where  most  of  the  Fegans  lived,  although 
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thiie  aie  graves  of  a  considerable  number  of  the  earlier  generations,  with 
their  relatives,  in  Amberson’s  Valley.  Barnabas  and  Hannah,  Captain 
J.  D.  Fegan’s  father  and  mother,  are  buried  in  Amberson’s  Valley.  Also 
Hannah  s  father,  James  Roles,  and  his  family  rest  in  the  Union  Church¬ 
yard  cemetery  at  that  place. 

The  house  where  Captain  J.  D.  Fegan  was  born  still  stands  but  is 
in  a  very  dilapidated  condition.  The  old  farm  has  been  claimed  by  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  because  of  the  failure  of  the  last  owner  to  pav 
taxes.  It  stands  on  a  small  hillside,  at  the  bottom  of  which  runs  a 
mountain  spring.  J.  D.  Fegan  explained  to  me  during  a  visit  we  made 
to  his  old  home  about  1900  how  his  father,  Barnabas,  while  starting 
down  hill  to  get  a  bucket  of  water  stumbled  and  rolled  down  hill 
When  found  lie  was  dead,  his  body  partly  in  the  stream.  He  was  sixty 
years  ot  age.  The  house  where  Barnabas  was  born  stood  about  a  mile 
east  of  where  J.  D.  Fegan  was  born,  and  overlooking  the  valley.  As  I 
recall,  it  was  a  shell  in  1900.  I  remember  my  grandfather  at  that  time 
throwing  stones  down  the  hillside  and  telling  me  how  he  used  to  do  the 
same  thing  when  he  was  a  boy.  Today  there  remain  only  a  few  stones 
and  an  outline  of  where  the  house  stood;  it  is  now  being  used  as  a 
gun  club. 

It  appears  that  the  original  Fegan  blood,  back  of  the  Timmons  blood, 
were  men  of  ordinary  size  but  straight  and  well-built,  possessing  plenty 
ot  strength  and  courage,  the  Timmons  line  were  ver3r  large,  powerful 
and  courageous.  The  Dever  line  were  generally  tall,  but  mild  and  con¬ 
servative  The  Roles  line  were  tleshy,  kind  people,  full  of  mirth  and 
undefined  in  their  opinions. 
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THE  FEGAN  LINE 

JAMES  FEGAN  (first)  was  born  in  Maryland  about  1720  to  1725  and 
died  in  Kent  County,  Maryland  about  1791  to  1795.  The  Maryland 
census  of  1790  shows  that  he  had  three  sons:  William  (1741),  Barnabass 
(1744)  and  James  (1748-1812),  and  one  sister  Eleanor  who  married  a 
man  named  Robert  Scott  Rea.  She  is  buried  in  a  little  cemetery  near 
the  original  home  in  Amberson’s  Valley.  Nothing  further  is  known  of 
the  first  two  of  them,  as  the  Revolutionary  War  records  of  Pennsylvania 
were  made  from  the  muster  rolls.  There  were  several  other  Fegans,  as 
shown  therein.  They  might  have  been  cousins  or  brothers,  but  the  three 
mentioned  were  from  the  same  vicinity  and  served  in  the  same  state’s 
troops';  therefore  it  is  reasonable  to  believe  that  they  were  close  kin. 
Some  of  the  other  Fegans  were  professional  soldiers.  As  these  people 
were  raised  and  lived  mostly  on  farms,  little  can  be  learned  of  their 
history. 
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JAMES  FEGAN  (second),  son  of  James  first,  was  born  in  Maryland  in 
1748  and  died  in  1812.  He  married  Honora  Timmons,  who  was  born  in 
1750  and  who  came  from  Maryland.  They  had  several  children,  there 
being  definite  records  of  two  sons:  James  third  (1775-1837)  and 
Barnabas  (1782-1842). 


In  his  early  life  James  Fegan  second  migrated  to  Path  Valley, 
Fannett  Township,  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania.  Although  not  pos¬ 
itively  established  there  is  sufficient  record  to  believe  from  the  natural 


course  of  events  that  he  was 
came  over  on  either  the  Dove 
the  St.  Marys  River,  Province 
sailed  from  Cowes,  Isle  of 


one  of  a  third  generation  of  Fegans  who 
or  the  Ark,  which  landed  on  the  banks  of 
of  Maryland,  in  March,  1034.  These  ships 
Wight,  England  on  November  20,  1633. 
Maryland  records  are  incomplete  because  of  fires.  The  Fegans  were  not 
of  noble  birth;  therefore  their  names  probably  appeared  among  the  list 
of  “artisans.”  The  census  of  Maryland  for  the  year  1790  shows  Fegans 
living  in  Kent  County.  Because  of  failure  to  meet  his  promises,  Gov¬ 
ernor  Leonard  Calvert,  son  of  Lord  Baltimore,  was  unable  to  hold  his 
followers  together.  Religious  difference  also  caused  a  certain  amount 
of  scattering.  A  Sussex  County,  New  Jersey,  history  tells  of  James 
Fegan  as  being  a  customer  of  Allen  and  Turner’s  store  in  Andover 
Township  on  May  8,  1773. 


James  Fegan  second  served  as  a  private  in  Captain  Thomas  Askey’s 
company,  Colonel  Dunlap’s  Battalion,  mustered  from  Cumberland 
County,  Pa.,  April  1781.  He  was  mustered  in  on  13  August,  1776  from 
Lancaster  County,  Pa.  in  Captain  Robert  McKee’s  company,  Colonel  Gal¬ 
braith’s  Battalion,  and  assigned  to  guarding  Hessian  prisoners  in  Mid¬ 
dletown.  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  this  was  James  Fegan’s  first 
service  and  that  he  later  served  in  Captain  Askey’s  company.  History 
shows  that  soldiers  were  furloughed  to  go  home  and  then  to  rejoin  other 
outfits.  As  James  Fegan  third  was  born  February  13,  1775,  James  sec¬ 
ond  had  good  grounds  for  requesting  furlough.  Furthermore,  the 
Pennsylvania  records  show  only  one  James  Fegan  as  having  served  in 
the  Revolutionary  War. 


The  relatives  of  Honora  Timmons,  wife  of  James  Fegan  second, 
were  recorded  in  Hartford  County,  Maryland,  as  late  as  1820;  while 
some  lived  in  Lancaster  and  Cumberland  Counties,  Pennsylvania,  during 
the  Revolutionary  War  and  the  War  of  1812.  Peter  Timmons,  brother 
of  Honora,  served  and  was  killed  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 


James  Fegan  second  was  given  a  cash  bonus  by  the  State  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  with  it  bought  about  one  hundred  acres  of  land  at  the 
head  of  Amberson’s  Valley,  Fannett  Township,  Franklin  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  near  the  Cumberland  County  line.  His  land  warrant  was 
dated  December  14,  1785.  He  lived  on  this  farm  the  remaining  years  of 
his  life.  He  was  buried  in  1812  not  far  from  his  house.  Upon  his  death 
it  appears  that  his  sous,  James  third  and  Barnabas,  took  equal  shares  in 
the  farm  and  lived  thereon  for  some  time.  Nothing  can  be  found  which 
relates  to  the  later  years  of  his  wife  or  her  place  of  burial,  but  she  is 
probably  buried  beside  James.  Her  family  were  Irish  Quakers.  The 
land  warrant  of  James  second  was  surveyed  under  the  direction  of  John 
Lukens,  whose  sister’s  descendants  married  James  second’s  grandson. 
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BARNABAS  FEGAN.  (James  first,  James  second  and  Honora  (Tim¬ 
mons)  Fegan,  was  born  August  31,  1782  and  died  August  15,  1842  in 
Amberson  s  \  alley,  Franklin  County,  Pa.  In  1809  he  married  Hannah 
Dever,  who  was  born  in  Adams  County,  Pa.  in  1788.  Their  children 
were:  Thomas  J.  (1810-1887),  Hannah  (1814-1868),  Ellen  A.  (1816- 
1872),  James  (1818-1884),  John  (1821-1895),  Nancy  Jane  (1824-1854), 
Mary  E.  (1827-1903),  Joseph  Dever  (1831-1913)  and  Marie  (1833-1854). 

Barnabas  Fegan  was  a  tanner  and  also  made  shingles.  In  winter  he 
made  shoes.  The  family  of  Hannah  Dever  were  from  New  Jersey,  living 
along  the  banks  of  the  Delaware  River.  Hannah  Dever’s  mother’s  maiden 
name  was  Roles.  Her  father,  James  Dever,  was  a  local  preacher  of  the 
1  i otestant  Methodist  School.  The  remains  of  James  Dever’s  father, 
mother  and  grandfather  all  lie  in  the  Union  Churchyard  Cemetery  in 
Ambei son  s  \alley.  Hannah’s  brother  Joseph  served  in  the  same  com¬ 
pany  and  regiment  in  the  War  of  1812  with  Barnabas.  Peter  Timmons, 
Jr.,  the  son  of  the  brother  of  Honora  Timmons,  also  served  in  the  same 
outfit.  These  three  relatives  were  all  privates  in  the  same  company, 
which  was  known  officially  as  Captain  Michael  Harper’s  Company  of 
Colonel  Jeremiah  Snyder’s  Regiment  of  General  Tannahill’s  Brigade, 
mustered  from  Franklin  County,  Chambersburg,  Pa.,  September  5,  1812 
and  served  until  January,  1813. 

The  census  reports  of  Barnabas  Fegan’s  time  show  that  he  wrote 
his  name  “Barney.”  He  was  named  after  his  uncle,  Barnabass  Fegan. 
The  remains  of  Barnabas  and  Hannah  rest  in  the  Catholic  Cemetery 
near  the  church  and  schoolhouse,  Amberson’s  Valley. 
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JOSEPH  DEVER  FEGAN.  (James  First,  James  second,  Barnabas  and 
Hannah  (Dever)  Fegan)  was  born  July  26,  1831  in  Amberson’s  Valley, 
Franklin  County,  Pa.,  near  the  farm  on  which  his  father  was  born.  He 
died  on  September  2,  1913  at  his  home  “Bluff  Orchard”,  Elvira  Road, 
Clinton,  Iowa.  He  married  Ann  Margaret  Potts  on  August  26,  1851  in 
Elk  River  Township,  Clinton  County,  Iowa.  Their  children  were: 
Estella  (1853-1855),  Charles  Paden  (1855-),  Elizabeth  Rockhill  (1857- 
1894)  and  Margaret  Hannah  (1859-). 

His  early  education  was  received  in  a  district  school  where  terms  of 
about  three  months’  duration  were  held  during  the  winter  months.  The 
three  R’s  were  the  only  branches  taught.  J.  D.  Fegan  was  the  youngest 
of  a  large  family.  He  well  knew  that  what  property  there  was  in  the 
family  would  go  to  the  eldest  son;  and  as  the  valley  was  fairly  well 
populated  he  became  interested  in  the  West.  This  was  due  to  the  ac¬ 
counts  sent  back  by  one  of  his  older  brothers.  This  same  brother, 
James,  who  lived  in  Fairfield,  Jefferson  County,  Iowa,  took  him  in  upon 
his  arrival  in  the  winter  of  1849.  His  school  days  ended  in  the  spring 
of  1845.  He  emigrated  to  Iowa  in  the  fall  of  1849,  landing  in  Keokuk 
on  the  24th  day  of  November,  having  gone  to  Pittsburgh  on  foot  and  by 
steam  boat  to  Keokuk  (changing  boats  at  St.  Louis) ;  thence  to  Fairfield 
in  Jefferson  County,  where  he  stopped  a  few  weeks  with  his  brother 
James  and  worked  at  his  trade,  that  of  a  tailor.  His  next  move  was  to 
Princeton  in  Scott  County,  where  he  stopped  during  the  winter  of  1850 
and  in  June  moved  to  Elk  River  in  Clinton  County.  After  his  marriage 
to  Ann  Margaret  Potts  in  1851  he  and  his  wife  moved  in  November  of 
that  year  to  Sabula,  Jackson  County,  Iowa,  then  back  to  a  farm  in  Elk 
River  Township,  Clinton  County,  in  the  fall  of  1852.  Lack  of  funds 
made  farming  a  failure,  and  he  moved  to  Lyons  and  worked  in  a  saw 
mill.  He  became  City  Marshall  and  Collector  of  Taxes.  Was  county 
coroner  and  county  assessor  in  1857  (the  only  year  that  county  assessors 
were  elected).  In  1858  he  started  and  operated  the  first  lumber  yard  in 
Wheatland  (owned  by  Honorable  C.  C.  Washburn)  and  later  bought 
the  business,  which  he  ran  successfully  until  he  enlisted  to  serve  in  the 
War  of  the  Rebellion. 

Entered  the  service  as  a  private,  Company  I,  26th  Iowa  Volunteer 
Infantry  on  August  12,  1862.  Promoted  to  sergeant  and  to  sergeant- 
major  September  12,  1862.  Mustered  First  Lieutenant  and  Adjutant 
January  1  1,  1863.  Promoted  to  Captain,  Company  “B”,  January  15,  1864 
to  rank  from  June  12,  1863.  Regiment  organized  at  Clinton,  Iowa  Aug¬ 
ust  1862.  Moved  to  Helena,  Ark.  and  duty  there  until  December,  1862. 
Attached  to  the  District  of  Eastern  Arkansas  Department  Missouri  until 
December,  1862.  Third  Brigade,  Fourth  Division,  Sherman’s  Right  Wing

,  at.  ,  iUmb^r  and  grain’  at  Wheatland;  but  in  the  fall  of  1866  was 
elected  Recorder;  then  moved  from  DeWitt  to  Clinton  in  1869:  While 
in  office  he  introduced  some  important  changes  to  meet  the  law.  He  had

15D6.  He  had  a  great  memory  for  dates,  names  and  descriptions,  which 
was  of  great  assistance  in  the  abstracting  of  titles,  which  business  he 
foRowed  in  connection  with  his  duties  as  Recorder,  and  for  some  years 
after.

He  was 
appointed  and  made  chairman  of  the  commissions  by  Governor  Jackson 
to  locate  the  lines  of  battle  on  Lookout  Mountain  and  Missionary  Ridge 
tor  the  purpose  of  erecting  monuments  to  the  memory  of  different  com- 
™ands-  Commissioned  by  Governor  Shaw  to  determine  the  location  of 
the  2oth  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry  at  Vicksburg. 

J.  D  Fegan  stood  about  five  feet  ten  and  one  half  inches  and  weigh¬ 
ed  close  to  one  hundred  seventy  pounds.  He  had  brown  hair  and  grev 
eyes,  a  broad  forehead  and  a  rather  large  nose.  In  his  early  days  his 
figure  was  very  straight  and  his  features  well  chiseled;  but  because  of 
his  strenuous  service  in  the  war  during  his  young  manhood  he  became 
stoop-shouldered  in  his  later  years.  His  left  leg,  which  was  injured 
during  the  war,  gave  him  considerable  trouble  late  in  life.  He  was 
named  after  his  uncle,  his  mother's  brother.

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CHARLES  PADEN  FEGAN.  (James,  James,  Barnabas,  Joseph  D.  and 
Ann  (Potts)  Fegan)  was  born  in  Lyons,  Iowa  December  6,  1855.  He 
married  Jennie  Reader  of  Waterloo,  Iowa,  May,  1885.  Their  children 
are:  Joseph  Charles  (1886)  and  Ann  Margaret  (1890). 

Educated  in  the  Iowa  public  schools;  U.  S.  Naval  Academy  and 
Cornell  University.  In  1885  entered  the  Railway  Service,  first  in  Clinton 
then  Cedar  Rapids.  Later  went  to  Mexico  City,  Mexico,  thence  to  Gal¬ 
veston,  Texas  and  next  to  Dallas,  Texas,  where  he  remained  for  nearly 
thirty  years.  In  his  later  years  he  moved  to  Denver,  Colorado,  becom¬ 
ing  interested  in  the  hotel  business.  They  also  lived  in  California.  A 
lover  of  outdoor  sports,  quiet,  retiring,  home-loving — asking  nothing  of 
the  world  but  the  ordinary  and  usual  comforts;  apparently  inheriting 
these  qualities  from  the  Devers.

His  wife  was  one  of,  a  family  of  eight  children.  She  was  born 
February  29,  1863  in  Racine,  Wisconsin.  Her  mother’s  maiden  name 
was  Sara  Boar;  her  home  was  in  Racine,  Wisconsin.  Jennie’s  father’s 
name  was  John  Reader,  born  in  Germany  and  a  tailor  by  trade.  She 
attended  public  schools  in  Racine  and  Waterloo;  but  the  size  of  the 
family  was  too  great  a  demand  on  the  father’s  earnings  as  a  tailor;  so 
the  children  were  required  to  work  when  young.  She  permitted  her 
household  a  If  airs  to  occupy  her  entire  day  and  has  devoted  nearly  all 
her  life  to  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  her  family. 
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JOSEPH  CHARLES  FEGAN.  (James,  James,  Barnabas,  Joseph  D., 
Charles  P.  and  Jennie  (Reader)  Fegan)  was  born  November  6,  1886  at 
Dallas,  Texas.  Married  Adelaide  Loring  Mitchell  of  Portland,  Maine, 
December  14,  1912.  Their  children  are:  Emily  Mitchell  (1918-1918) 
and  Joseph  Charles,  Jr.  (1920). 


Educated  in  the  Dallas  Public  Schools,  Maryland  Nautical  Academy, 
Morgan  Park  Academy,  Culver  Military  Academy;  matriculated  for 
Cornell  University  when  examined  for  entrance  into  the  United  States 
Marine  Corps  in  October  1908.  Spent  considerable  time  with  his  grand¬ 
parents  at  their  home  “Bluff  Orchard.”  He  is  named  after  his  grand¬ 
father  and  father,  and  is  a  Fegan  in  disposition  and  stature. 


Commissioned  a  second  lieutenant  with  the  U.  S.  Marine  Corps 
January,  1909;  first  lieutenant  in  1913;  captain  in  1916;  major  in  1917. 
Served  with  the  Marines  in  Nicaragua,  Panama,  Philippine  Islands, 
China,  Japan,  Cuba,  Santo  Domingo,  on  board  several  men-of-war  and 
at  practically  all  of  the  navy  yards  in  the  United  States.  During  the 
World  War  served  in  China,  Japan,  Philippines  and  on  the  U.S.S. 
Cincinnati,  which  ship  chased  the  famous  German  raider  Emden  for 
nearly  a  month  through  the  Zulu  Islands,  Celebes  Sea,  around  Borneo 
and  Australia,  finally  running  her  in  at  Guam  where  she  was  scuttled 
by  her  own  crew.  Later  assigned  intelligence  duty  in  China,  Japan  and 
Siberia  for  Admiral  A.  G.  Winterhalter,  U.  S.  N.,  in  connection  with 
treatment  of  interned  German  prisoners  in  those  countries.

ANN  MARGARET  (FEGAN)  MANN.  (James,  James,  Barnabas,  Jos¬ 
eph  D.,  Charles  P.  and  Jennie  (Header)  Fegan)  was  horn  September  26, 
1890  at  Dallas,  Texas.  Educated  in  the  Dallas  Public  Schools,  Cowart 
Hall  Girls’  School  and  Emma  Willard  School.  Married  November  25, 
1913  at  Dallas,  lexas  to  William  Leake  Mann,  Commander,  Medical 
Corps,  U.  S.  Navy,  of  Georgetown,  Texas,  who  was  horn  July  26,  1884. 
Commander  Mann  was  named  after  his  father,  a  druggist  by  profession, 
who  was  horn  May  30,  1853  at  Yazoo,  Mississippi;  while  his  mother  was 
horn  in  Austin,  Texas,  her  maiden  name  being  Annie  Taliaferro.  He 
has  one  brother,  Robert  Taliaferro  Mann,  married  and  living  in  New 
York  City,  and  a  sister,  Mary  Anderson  (Mann)  Richardson  who  is  also 
married  and  lives  on  the  old  homestead.
